At that time the place of 
printing was given as cherry Creek, although ıt was announce 
cd as being published at Auraria and Denver, Kansas 
Territorye This number contains tye constitution in full 
of the proposed state of Jefferson to be formed by cutting 
off a portion of Kansas Territory, seventeen years before 
Colorado entered the Unione In the fall of 1860 the News 
maje its first appearance as a daily and ıt 18 interesting 
to note tnat as late as March 1861 it was published at 
Jenver, State of Jeffersona. Byers had for partner in the 
Garly aays Thomasa Gibson. The partnership was dissolved 
in August 1359 and on August 6th of that year he began the 
publication of the Rocky Lountain Gold Reporter at Mountain

Pullman was one of the advertisers, he being in business 
tner? at the. time. 


The paper soon suspended publication and the 
press and type were 301d to George West of Golden City 
who started tne Western Mountaineer, a paper far in advance 
of the times. A. D. Richardson, wno afterwards wrote 
"Beyond the Mississipp." and Thomas W., Knox, author and dip- 
lomat were aaa ciated with Mest as editors. 


In connection with "“Smith=Mormonism" and 
“Turned column rules" they all appear in the issue of the 
"Nauvoo Neighbor" which 1s before me. This was printed 
July 5, 1844 following the assdsination of Joseph and Hyrum 
Smith a few days previously. f
